Senate Is Scored for Increasing 


Naval Appropriation and

Washington 
— Republicans and 


democrats of the house Friday united 
to extend the scope ofthe Borah dis 
armament amendment to the naval 
appropriation bill. 
Democratic Leader Garrett gave 


notice that he would endeavor to 
have passed a motion instructing the 
house conferees to insist on broad- 
ening the Borah proposal. Repubh 
can Leader Mondell also announced to 
the house that he believed the ma 
jorrty of the republicans favored its 
extension. 


Republicans 
and 
democrats are 


united as to how the Borah plan 
should be extended. Garrett's motion 
to instruct the conferees authorizes 
thepresident to invite to the disarma 
ment conferences in addition to Great 
Britain and Japan, as Borah provid 
ed .such nations as the legislative 
body may deem wise. He also in- 
cluded an amendment providing that 
the purpose of the conference might 
include reduction of land forces 
These same extensions are favored 
by 'Mondell. 
Parties Are Split 


Leaders of the two parties, how- 


ever, split on the parliamentary pro- 
cedure, the democrats insisting that 
the conferees should be instructed, 
•n hile tho republicans asked that the 
conferees be left free tp work out the 
most advisable plan 
As a result the 


sending of the naval bill to confer- 
ence was blocked. 


An attack on the Borah resolution 


because it provides only for a reduc- 
tion 
of programs 
and not actual 


armaments was made by Mondell, 
and Representative Towner, Iowa. 


Fight Over Appropriations 


Republican leaders of the senate 


and house have clashed over the size 
of the naval appropriation bill. 


House leaders were threatening to 


kill the bill unless the senate agreed 
to an appropriation of about $400.- 
000 000, instead of the 5434,000,000 in- 
cluded 
in 
the 
measure recently 


passed Mondell declared that under 
no conditions would the house agree 
to a naval appropriation greater than 
the $425,000,000 and accused senate 
leaders of talking economy and vot- 
ing extravagance. 


House leaders are incensed at the 


senate increases in the bill and de- 
clare they will never yield. 


The only increase which the bouse 


leaders are willing to allow is for new 
airplane construction and the author- 
ization for an airplane carrier. How- 
ever, they will insist that any work 
done on the airplane earner during 
the next year be paid out of the $90,- 
000,000 allowed for the continuation 
of the 1016 building program. 


The house also will insist that the 


strength of the navy be reduced to 
100,000 men. The senate bill provides 
for 120,000.

VETO ON BILL TO 


Blaine Holds Legislature Has 


No Business Interfering 


With Buslines.

Madison—Governor John J. Blame 


Friday vetoed the Perry bill bringing 
motor bus lines under the jurisdiction 
of the state railway commission as 
Common carriers. 


The bill was drawn for the protec 


Uon of traction lines whose business 
was seriously injured 
by motor 


bus lines springing up in direct 
comnetiton with the advent of perma 
nent country highways, the author of 
the bill said. 


"lly objection to this bill," said the 


governor in his veto, "is that it un- 
!ertakes to regulate tn a field where 
nee competition serves the public 
welfare best." 


The governor said the state had 
pent $42,000,000 on highways in the 
ast ten years and the people were en- 
itled to all the benefits accruing 
rom such improvements Aside from 
requiring of the motor bus lines a 
suitable bond for 
the* protection of 


he passengers, 
the legislature had 


no right to interfere tn this business, 
he governor said. 


The bill was aimed to correct condi- 


tions in the Fox river vallev where 
he interurban lines are having an 
extremely difficult time to operate 
profitably in face of the motor bus 
competition. 


The governor also vetoed a bill al- 


owmg town boards the right to name 
one of their members superintendent 
of highways. The governor in this 
message laid down the policy that 
alternation in the laws 
governing 


ownship organizations would not 
meet with his approval unless there 
was an apparent necessity for such 
changes.

St. Louis—Startling figures in waste 


in industrial processes and recommen- 
dations for curbing the enormous an- 
nual losses were made public here Fri- 
day in the report of the American 
Engineering council's committee on 
"elimination of waste m industry." 


"Over 60 per cent of the responsi- 


bility of these wastes," the report said, 
"can be placed at the door of manage- 
ment and less than 25 per cent at the 
door of labor." 


The report urged the installation of 


nation-wide machinery to obtain con- 
tinuous reports on employment con- 
dition, the finding of ways to regular- 
ize employment and suggest a plan for 
cooperation between the< government 
the public, trade associations, indus- 
tries, labor, bankers and engmers to 
eliminate waste. 


Tho engineers found that the mar 


gin turnover in the country amounts 
to more than a million men, that bil- 
lions of dollars are tied up in idle 
equipment, that high1 labor turnover 
is a rough index of oaa of the com- 
monest wastes and that the waste of 
energy and money through duplica- 
tions In estimates and bids 
in the 


building trades runs Into millions an- 
nually. ,. 
Both capital and labor are blamed 


for the abuses found but tbe report 
declared that annual losses through 
conflicts between the two is much less 
than popularly supposed.

Strikers 
charged the company broke Its agree- 
ment with the unions because it did 
not give 30 day notice of wage cut 
but officials denied the contract con- 
tained that clause. The new agree- 
ment, however, provides there Shan 
be no change in the wage scale un- 
less JO days notice is gtr-en. The pres- 
ent grievance committee in continued 
in existence until Jan. i, 1322, and it 
is specifically provided that this com- 
mittee shall not show prejudice to 
nonunion workers. The agreement 
also states that any indication of ill- 
will on the part of union or nonunion 
men shall be cause for dismissal.

Jury Fails To Agree On 


Guilt Of 11-Year-Old Boy

murder of a playmate, Friday, when 
the foreman of the jury said an agree- 
ment was impossible.

The jury had been oat 19 hours 


and argued all night owr Cecil's fate 


"Ma" Burkett, the boy's mother, 


surrounded with Cecil and others of 
her brood of seven children, broke 
down and wept for the first time s>mce 
the triaL Cecil displayed no concern 
over the fact that the jury failed to 
acquit him. 
"Oh. it don't make any difference 


to me, he said, sticking his hands in 
his bulging pockets. 


"Only I hope I don't have to come 


back here again." 


The boy has beon calm throughout 


his trial for shooting 7-year-old Ben- 
ny Slavin. 
After the verdict he tucked the lit- 


tle thumb worn map—his version of 
the tragedy—back in his blouse 


"I'm going swimming as soon as 


they let ras out of here, ma," said 
CecIL 


"Ma" did not answer. 
"It's been awful cooped,up here all 


tbe time. I'll be glad to get out." 


Cecil, although the jury disagreed, 


will get out too. 
He is under $1,000 bond raised by 


the citizens of Ora, not far from here 


Cecil Burkett 
must stand trial 


again. 
Prosecutor W A. Dflts made this 


announcement late Friday following a 
conference with Harry Slavin, father 
of Benny. 


"He kflted my boy," said Benny's 


father. 
"We wm prosecute until justice is 


done. I demand another trial." 


The jury stood six for manslaughter 


and six for acquittal on the first bal- 
lot. 
When the disagreement was re- 


ported to judge, 11 jurors stood for 
conviction and one for acquittal. Ce- 
cil will be re-tried in October, Dilts 
announced.

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EUROPE STILL AN ARMED CAMP 
The war that was to end all wars and 


ihe peace that was to bring a new order 
in the world have left Europe what it has 
been through the centuries—an armed 
camp with nearly 5.000.000 youths tak- 
en out of industry. The main difference 
is that the predominant military power to- 
day is France instead of Germany. 


In a recent discussion of the army bill 


in the French senate, it was stated that 
the number of men under the colors was 
830.000. divided as follows: Frenchmen. 
572.000: natives of North Africa, 152,- 
000: foreigners and natives of other colo- 
nies. 106.000. 
To show what conscrip- 


tion in peacetime means for France: On 
April 5. last. 100.000 young men passed 
through the Paris railway stations to re- 
port to the colors at garrisons in east 
France. 
Alsace and 
Lorraine. Thirty 


thousand of these were from Paris alone. 


The number of troops Germany has. is a 


matter of keen dispute. Under the Ver- 
sailles treaty, she is not to have more than 
100,000 men and officers in her army. 
But there still are various other organiza- 
tions which the Germans say are mere- 
ly police and security forces to preserve 
the republic from bolshevism and monar- 
chists, but which the French say are 
camouflage for armies-in-being. The Brit- 
ish army for the current year is 34 1.000 
as a-gainst 525.000 last year. Omitting 
about 55.000 temporarily on the lists, the 
real strength of the army this year will be 
285.000. 
Of these. 201,127 are Brit- 


ish and 84.200 are colonial and native In- 
dian troops. 


Hungary is limited to a small army by 


the peace treaty, but her strength is esti- 
mated from 100.000 to 250.000 troops, 
with France benevolently looking on. Bul- 
garia, by the treaty of Neuilly. is to have 
only 20.000 troops. She has in reality 
33.000. Greece, engaged in active war- 
fare with the Kemalist Turks, has 250,- 
000 under anas. Poland has about 600.- 
000 under arms and Bolshevik Russia is 
thought lo have the same in her soviet 
armies. 


The other figures, as official as they can 


be secured, are: Austria, 30.000; Bel- 
gium. 105.000: Czecho-Slovakia, 147.- 
300: Denmark. 15.000; Portugal 30.- 
000; Rumania, 160.000; Spain 190.- 
715; Sweden. 56,200; Switzerland, 16.- 
000; Jugo-Slavia, 200.000; Esthonia, 
30.000; Turkey. 50.000. 


The war is over—but democracy can- 


not lay claim to victory in what it fought 
for until the world disarms. 
Enforcement 


of the terms of the treaty of Versailles 
naturally requires, and will require for 
some time, comparatively large allied forc- 
es, hut anything like five million men un- 
der arms in Europe is a travesty on the 
so-called peace that has been made and 
is a potential source of future war. It 
is to the interest of the United States to 
see that the peace of Europe becomes gen- 
uine and stabilized, to the end that securi- 
ty may be reestablished both witlA and 
among nations and commerce and indus- 
try restored. 


Thus far the United States has done 


practically nothing to secure the kind of 
peace it ostensibly fought for when it 
.•joined the allies in the World war. Two 
years and a half have elapsed since the 
armistice and we are no further progressed 
toward a definite 
international policy 


than we were then. The country certain- 
ly looks to the new administration to set a 
definite course on this great question with 
expedition and courage. The sooner Eu- 
rope ceases to he an armed camp the soon- 
er we shall have normalcy both there and 
here. 


THE PRESIDENT'S STYLE 


Many critics have treated more or less 


humorously the president's 
split infini- 


tives "and surprising literary manufactur- 
ers such as "hospitalization," "normal- 
cy," etc., but expressed no great concern, 


for though such verbal curioaitieB may 
not be admired, their meaning is clear 
enough. The New Republic, however, com- 
plains seriously of an unfathomable den- 
sity in the president's diction, declaring 
that after bos rec«nt visit to New York 
serious politicians and grave newspaper 
men struggled vainly to discover a mean- 
ing in bis words. The New Republic sub- 
mits that at no time in our history has it 
been desirable that our president should be 
a man whose public utterances "read al- 
most as well backwards as forwards," in 
whose sentences "the words can be trans- 
posed without adding to or subtracting 
from their significance," and in reading 
those addresses it is not possible to "dis- 
tinguish passages 
whose function is to 


substitute words for total silence and the 
passages which are intended to announce 
a decision or disclose a plan." 


Of course this is the language of exag- 


geration, but the writer supports his view 
with some unusual examples, as the fol- 
lowing: "Having sacrificed in arms to 
establish the human inheritance belonging 
to every man. the American, republics may 
well touch elbows and prove their unself- 
ishness, and show to mankind that right- 
eous achievement does not mean destruc- 
tion, individual or national, but that real 
victory lies in that human progress where- 
in every contender, individual or nation- 
al, may share it whoever may merit." 
This fearful and wonderful sentence al- 
most tempts one to agree with the critic 
that the ''unfortunate confusion of the 
president's verbal operations" is some- 
times of design owing to a mental "sil- 
ence" in response to the question as to 
what really ought to be said. The glim- 
mer of a definite thought is perhaps less , 
elusive in. but the lover of clear state- 
ment in well chosen words is not less of- 
fended by. the following: "Perhaps our 
greatest tribute lies in noting the world 
wax wearied, but more free than ever be- 
fore, and resolving in our hearts that 
where liberty inspires, peace and justice 
are the supreme fulfillment. 


A NEEDED INVESTIGATION 


"Why. and how, are the prices of food- 


stuffs tripled between the farmer and the 
city consumer ? Who gets the difference— 
and for what? What share of this increase 
is due to necessary costs of distribution, 
to fair profits by middlemen, and what 
part represents useless costs and excessive 
profits ? 


These questions, often raised but never 


settled to the satisfaction of either farm- 
er, consumer or dealer, may find an au- 
thoritative answer if the special congres- 
sional commission for 
agricultural in- 


quiry, proposed by a concurrent resolu- 
tion now pending in congress, is approved. 
T,he resolution has been favorably report- 
ed by the senate committee on agricul- 
ture and approved by the rules committee 
of the house. 


Its passage, declares C. S. Barrett, 


chairman of the National Board of Farm 
Organizations, will be assured if produc- 
ers and consumers will unite in a demand 
on congress for its passage. "The farmer 
ought to know why he only collects about 
38 cents for every dollar his products 
bring when sold to the ultimate consum- 
er," says Barrett. "On the other hand, 
the consumer ought to know why he has 
to pay on the average nearly three times 
as much as the farmer receives." 


The creation of this commission would 


give reason to believe the answer would 
be found. If the commission will be earn- 
est and its investigation thorough, it 
should be able to put its finger on the per- 
sons and institutions that have been col- 
lecting unjustly.

I have always found, when necessary, that a good 
warm application of the smooth side of a hair brush 
has satisfactory result*. 


Several other mothers, discussing the subject re- 


cently, seemed horrified that I should stick to that 
relic of tho dark ages known as spanking. 
They 


Informed me that according to science I might cause 
everything from hip disease to insanity. 


Having received the treatment myself when a 


child, -without any ill results that I can recognize, I 
should appreciate your opinion of the practice.

Man is the only animal that descends to the de- 


pravity of using an instrument or weapon wherewith 
to assault his own young. That ia a refinement 
of the peculiar streak of cruelty -which prompts 
such assaults. It Is akin to patting on brass knuck- 
les when preparing for a fight, or slipping a horse- 
shoe inside one's glove In a boxing bout. 


Physical punishment and mental punishment are 


both excellent disciplinary measures. 
Few of us 


have not been benefited by such measures. A prop- 
er spanking certainly makes the disobedient or un- 
ruly child have a certain respect for the parent; and 
an unreasonable or excessive beating with any im- 
plement as certainly creates resentment in the nor- 
mal-minded child. Think It over for yourself If you 
have had any experience. The proper dustings you 
had at the hands of either parent are remembered 
with no rancor, rather you are thankful you were 
punished. But If you ever suffered an Instrumental 
beating, you rcall the affair as an - injustice, no 
matter what the occasion was or how long ago. 


The habit of keeping an implement handy about 


the house for beating a child is deplorable from 
every sensible point of view. You break down the 
child's morale when you thus indicate or announce 
your unbelief in the child's natural inclination or 
desire to behave. To utilize such a familiar object 
as a hair brush for such assaults is certainly a 
great mistake in policy. What is the matter with 
your naked hand? Are you afraid you may hurt 
yourself? The hair brush habit predisposes to cruel 
and excessive punishments for trivial offenses and 
rather blunts the chad's appreciation of all punish- 
ment. The best disciplined children require the least 
punishment. I am not so sure that well disciplined 
children require any physical beating at all. Any- 
way, the less competent the parent the more readily 
are beatings resorted to, and the more cruelly they 
are applied. 


Beyond all question a sensibly and equitably ad- 


ministered system of rewards and denials may be 
appended on In the discipline of many children for 
w-hom physical punishment would scarcely serve. 


"QUESTIONS AXD ANSWERS. 


The Itch. 


I have functional heart trouble, and also have the 


itch, and am afraid to use sulphur. Please recom- 
mend a remedy that will not affect my heart. (Mr. 
P. M. T) 


ANSWER—If It Is scabies—and not all that itches 


is scabies—the best remedy I can recommend is sul- 
phur, which cannot affect the heart. The only way 
in which I can recommend the use of sulphur in the 
treatment of scabies or the itch is by thorough in- 
unction of every affected part of the body with 
liberal quantities of a well made sulphur ointment 
which must be left on overnight—the patient must 


prally wallow in the sulphur ointment—and a hot 


hath with complete change of clothes and bedcloth- 
mg (which must be boiled or otherwise). Preceding 
the inunction with sulphur ointment the affected 
skin must be scrubbed with hot soap and water until 
the limit of endurance is reached. Well made sul- 
phur ointment should be impalpable—that is, no 
particle of sulphur can be felt with the fingers. Of 
course If more than one Individual in the house Is 
afflicted, all must undergo the same treatment, or 
re-infection cannot be prevented. 


First Aid for Wounds. 


What do you advise as the best antiseptic for 


cleansing minor wounds or cnts? 
(R. R.) 


ANSWER—Swab once only with tincture of Iodine 


immediately and as soon as this has dried apply some 
flexible collodion if the wound does not bleed, or 
some adhesive plaster, or If it Is a larger wound, 
squeeze some sterile petrolatum (vaseline or petro- 
leum Jelly) from a collapsible tube over the raw 
surface, cover with a fold or compress of sterile 
gauze or freshly ironed handkerchief, some cotton, 
and bandage. The secret of safety is in seeing that 
no finger or object not surely sterile (free of germs) 
comes in contact with the wound surface. 


Sweating Feet 


Please give me your advice for sweating feet. It 


makes no difference, winter or summer. (A. J.) 


ANSWER—Wash the feet with cool or cold water 


only, and as rarely as possible. Paint or sponge 
them with a solution of about one ounce of standard 
Formalin which is a 40 per cent solution of formal- 
dehyde In water) with six ounces of •water, and al- 
low this to dry before covering the feet, each alter- 
nate night for three or four times. It may prove 
necessary to use a stronger solution—perhaps one 
ounce of Formalin to three or four of water—but 
that requires caution, for the formaldehyde ia very 
irritating in some cases. 


How Long fa flie Bay? 


How much sleep should an eleven-year-old girl 


have, who weighs 78 pounds? Is it harmful to take 
baths during the menstruation period? <T. A. S.) 


ANSWER—From ten to eleven hours every night. 


Menstruation Is a function, not a disease, and there- 
fore It need not interfere with the usual routine of 
bathing, exercise, play or work.

them and converted 


them into private hunting and flsh- 
ng preserves. 
The areas where the 


poor man may wander free, and do 
as he pleases, are restricted. 


In the Rockies, a different order ob- 


tains. If you will look at a map of 
the West,

And the area thus open to all who 


seek sport, health, rest, Is enough to 
accommodate all the vacationists of

ours. 


Some parts of this area are at present 
almost unexplored.

This 
la a permanent wilderness which has

none of these luxuries. "What it offers 
you is a splendid chance to pitch' your 
own tent or build your own shack in 
a rea-lly wild country where the fish- 
ing is still good, where there are no 
fences and few neighbors. Provided 
this is the sort of thing you seek, the 
Rorkies are not at all inaccessible. 
Even with railroad rates what they 
are, the round trip fares are moder- 
ate.

Kan. and I don't see how the north- 
erners could have hit upon a better 
man. 


In every country I have visited 


since" July 26, 1914, and that is quite 
a number, there have been a few 
men who were not afraid, who looked 
the ugliest facts straight in the face, 
who had no use for camouflage or 
fake but plodded steadily along double 
armored in a faith of their own and 
not much impressed with that of 
other folks. Bissolotti in Italy was 
that kind: Ribot in France was that 
kind so long as he lasted; Admiral 
Tsai Ting Kan is l^hat kind now in 
China. If you can imagine a sea- 
soned, 
disillusioned. 
philosophical 


American mind in a Chinese body, and 
next think of a man t^at tnoksters 
fear and common people trust be- 
cause he speaks whatever he believes, 
then think of him as a stout and re- 
sourceful sailor of many seas and an 
infallible observer in many lands of 
the complexity wo call man, you will 
have a fair notion of the admiral. 


In the Northern government he is 


a kind of secretary of the treasury, 
or Financial No. 1, with a special job 
to look after the revenues. If you are 
astonished to find an old blue water 
saalor in such a position I may tell 
you that twenty years of his life have 
been spent 
in 
high administrative 


work for one government or another; 
usually something to do with the 
exchequer, work into wtiich his repu- 
tation for blunt honesty has thrust 
him whether he liked it or not. I 
may say that with the other gentle- 
men that are steering the Northern 
ship the Admiral is far from popular; 
tmt they fear him still more than 
they dislike him, and know they* can't 
get along without him. 


I went to see him at his residence, 


the plainest land of a Chinese home, 
where he lived in such democratic 
simplicity that it might harbor the 
soul of Thomas Jefferson himself, and 
to him m his turn I put the issue Be- 
tween North and South. He said: 


"As a matter of fact, the South, on 


democratic grounds, has no better 
title to run tho government than the 
North, it is perfectly true, as they 
say down there that Yuan Shih Kai 
dispersed 
with his troops tho first 


Chinese parliament. True it was a 
rotten thing for him to do, true, the 
Southerners refused to acknowledge 
the government that was set up when 
he fell. But observe that there have 
been two parliaments elected since 
that time. 
The Southern provinces 


would "not join in these elections but 
tha't was their own choice and doing; 
they could have joined if they wished 
They say that the old first parliament 
is still legally m existence and the 
only lawful authority. The-Northern- 
ers say that the parliaments elected 
since by the Northern provinces prop- 
erly took the place of the old parlia- 
ment. And there you are. That, os- 
tensibly, is the gist of the row, and 
you can judge for yourself whether it 
seems anything worth fighting about. 


"But Dr. Sun Yat sen says it isn't 


the whole of tho row," said I. "He 
says that the 
South is fighting for 


the integrity and existence of China 
threatened 
with extinction by the 


Twenty-one 
Demands, about which 


the North has wholly surrendered to 
Japan. He says that Yuan Shih Kai 
drew up, the 
Twenty-one Demands 


and induced Japan to present them 
that he might with Japan's support 
better his chances to make himself 
emperor." 
"Boshr said the Admiral. "Noth- 


ing of the kind. I will show you in 
one moment that this story is impos- 
sible. 
The 
Twenty-one 
Demands 


were presented in 1915. Yuan Shih 
Conceived his monarchial scheme in 
1912. Here—give me your note book; 
I will write it just as you ought to 
put it." 


He took my note book and pencil 


and in a clear, clean script 
wrote 


this: 
"Nih Shih Chung, tho military gov- 


ernor of Anl-Iuai, and other military 
governors, Instigated Yuan Shih Kai 
to carry out the monarchy scheme 
in 1912. Yuan Shih Kai never invited 
tho Japanele to 8ernd in tho Twenty- 
one Demands. Yuan Shih Kai was 
not such a f&ol to become the mon- 
arch 
of a country 
the sovereign 


rights of which had been given to a 
neighboring power." 


"Well, what do you think yourself 


of the Twenty-one Demands?" 


"Very bad " 
"Why doesn't tho Northern govern- 


j ment repudiate them" Dr 
Sun Yat- 


I Ben said that if you did that he would 
| cease to oppose you\" 


"He knows perfectly well it is im- 


possible. China, split with all these 
warring factions and with independ- 
ent 
or Semi-independent provinces 


could never oppose Japan. It would 
be cut to ribbons and be still further 
despoiled." 


"Then taking what the Southern- 


ers say with what the Northerners 
say, the heart of the thing is that 
nothing but a united China could re- 
sist the Twenty-one 
Demands and 


there will be no united China until 
the 
Twenty-one Demands 
are re- 


sisted. It's a circle," I said, "out of 
which the friends of China tvill not 
extract much joy " 
' 


"You might put it that way," says 


he 


"Dr. 
Yat sen," he added after a 


pause, "is an able man and all that. I 
haven't any feeling against him. But 
he is not clear from 
tions himself." 


"He says the Peking government is 


run by Japan." said I. 


"Yes'" said the Admiral. ""Well, h«

The real state of China 


today is about as "bad as it can be. 
There is no cohes'on among the prov 
inces and little sense of national 
unity. It is pleasant tc dream of a 
free, united, democratic China, a. re 
pub)!'' like the IT ut.?c! r tates, but re- 
member always that we are far yet 
from anv such condition. Elections 
here do not amount to much. In the 
United States all men and women 
vote. Here the restrictions on tho 
franchise are such that elections are 
not much of an expression of the pop- 
ular will. Political experience and 
political backgrounds are great things. 
We haven't either yet 
As a matter 


of fact, we are living here at present 
in a state not far from anarchical. 
Why pretend anything else' The 
provinces are largely independent of 
federal control 
They do about as 


they please. You have had in Ameri- 
ca public men that have put the wel- 
fare of the country above their per- 
sonal interests. In China public men 
have been accustomed to put their 
personal interests above the welfare 
of the country, and until that habit is 
reversed I don't see how these condi- 
tions are going to change. It is a 
black China I paint for you," h« 
added, "but itxis the truth and in my 
experience I have never seen any- 
thing gained by side stepping or try- 
ing to disguise the truth."

N the course of his recent Investigations 
the District Attorney has made some 
startling discoveries of what goes on in 


some of New York's "movie schools" for 
teaching motion picture acting. 
He -eras 


surprised to find a -widespread yearning 
among all classes of people to go into the 
movies. 
One middle-aged Italian woman 


from the tenement district of Astoria, Long 
Island, came in day after day, and paid for 
her lessons, until finally this poor -woman 
had paid more than $400 to the "school." 


In another instance, a young girl testifies 


she -was induced to return to the office of a 
pretended movie promoter and was assault- 
ed at the point of a pistol. Many other 
girls revealed the insidious lures and invi- 
tations to private visits to the managers of 
'the "studios" at their hachelor apartments. 
In one case an attractive and amhitious 
girl was made love to by one of these men, 
she swears, in these words: 


" 'Suppose you and I go up to my apart- 


ment and have a little party.' 
He then 


asked me which way I would like to be 
loved. 
He kissed me, and when he was 


going away he put his arm around me and 
said, 'I want to have you.' " 


But perhaps the most sinister aspect ot 


the situation is the discovery that large 
numbers of children, little girls from six 
:>ears of age up, wpre brought to the 
"schools" by ambitious but silly mothers. 
Having read of the enormous salaries 
which some child actors receive, these 
women have brought their little ones and 
left them to the tender mercies of the men, 
the District Attorney has been told. 


In one of the "schools" the District Attor- 


ney has heard of a peep hole slit cut in the 
wall. 
Through this hole, it is said, the 


managers of the "school" look over the 
group of waiting applicants In the outer of- 
fice. 
And if they see a young woman of 


particularly attractive face and figure, «he 
is invited Inside for a special and private, 
interview. 
In some cases, the authorities 


are informed, the young woman is told 
that her success depends upon how good 
her figure is and whether it is adaptable 
for playing parts which may require wear- 
Ing tights. 


To ascertain this delicate but highly Im- 


portant detail the young woman is informed 
that it Is necessary for her to lay aside her 


her exact measure- 
ments should be 
set 
down on a 


chart to see wheth- 
er they are perfect, 
and 
the director 


with a piece of 
string

ceeds to lake most careful and intimate 
measurements of the girl. 


How many of these "movie schools" there 


sre about New York is not yet known, nor 
has the District Attorney satisfied himself 
how many, if any, are reputable, nor how 
vicious may be the worst of them. Some 
of them have realized the danger of being 
prosecuted as 
swindlers for obtaining 


money under false pretenses, and in their 
card of registry they are careful to state 
that no promise of employment or a posi- 
tion in a movie company is made. But in 
spite of this careful clause in the agree- 
ment many witnesses have sworn that all 
sorts of oral promises were made that the 
victims should be made over into Pickfords 
and Fairbankses and were assured of a 
glorious future on the screen.

After the stage-struck applicant had duly 


signed the foregoing application promising 
to take S75 worth of lessons, a "try-out" 
was given for $2. 


The future Mary Pickford was then put 


through a few antics and a card was made 
out showing how well she had done in reg- 
istering joy, anger, fear, etc., etc. So far 
as the District Attorney can ascertain, no 
applicant with $75 ever failed to show 
splendid possibilities in all these qualities. 
And after a handsome compliment from the 
director of the "school," a memorandum 
was usually written on the blank saying 
that the applicant needed training to prop- 
erly develop her splendid natural genius. 


these "movie school studios" is told later 
on by an investigator who was pre&ent at 
a session -where the future Pickfords were 
given a lesson in a room bare of scenery 
or stage properties and a "camera-man" 
busily turned the crank of an ancient 
camera box from which the lens and the 
interior had been removed. 


A pitiful but almost humorous illustra- 


tion of how applicants were accepted and 
given "lessons" was the case of Mrs. Gisella 
Sternieri, an Italian woman who, with her 
husband, works in a cigar factory. 
This 


ambitious pupil speaks broken English and 
she left her factory work and her washtub 
at home and brought her thirteen-year-old 
boy, 
Albano. in answer to the advertise- 


ment she had read. Telling of her experi- 
ence, she said: 


"My little boy, Albano, came home from 


school one day and showed me an adver- 
tisement in a paper. 'Look, mother,' he said. 
'In New York they want everybody for the 
moving pictures. 
Mtn, women and chil- 


dren.' 


"I looked and AJbano spelled it out for 


me in English. He knows the English bet- 
ter than I do. 
The advertisement I re- 


member well. 
It said: 
'Wanted—Men, 


women and children for motion pictures. 
La Fontaine Studios". ~No. 253 VVest Forty- 
second street. New York.' 
I said, 'Albano, 


that is fine. It is much easier than to 
work in the cisjar factory. 
I am very 


tired of working in the cigars. 
T am sick 


of the smell of the leaves that I roil and 
roll until all the world seems one big 
cigar.' 


"I talked to my husband. He made fine 


tobacco to be smoked in pipes, at the same 
factory where I work. He said, 'This is a 
dog's life. 
If you can get a job in the pic- 


tures all right.' So I get a day off from the 
factory. 
Albano he staid at home from 


the school. We went to New York. We 
found La Fontaine Studios. 


"A man stood at the door. 
He said, 


rough and cross, 'Whadda you want?'

said, 'We want to go into the motion pic- 
tures.' 
He changed right away. 
Ha 


smiled and rubbed his hands like he was 
washing them and said, 'Verra nice. You 
shall see Mr Peck in a little while.' 


"We waited a while and saw people come 


out of the other room. Young girls, most- 
ly. Then the man who stood at the door 
lie came and smiled and bowed and washed 
his hands some more and he said, 'Please 
come in and see -Mr. Peck.' 


"So Albano and I went in. Otto Peck sat 


at the desk. He was small and kinda fat 
and he talked with an accent. 
He looked 


up and smiled, and he said, with a shake of 
the hands, 'How do you do, Mrs. Sternieri? 
You want to go on the screen?' 
I said, 'I 


don't know about me. Maybe I'm too old. 
I'm thirty-six. But my boy Albano is only 
thirteen. 
I want him to be an actor in 
movies.'

"Mr. 
Peck said, 'Well, we will start Al- 


bano, if you pay me $20 down. And after 
that $13 a week. 
I paid him $20. He 


didn't give me any receipt. 
He said, "You 


see that picture on the wall?' I said, 'Yes.' 
He said, 'You don't, know who that is?' 
I 


said, 'Yes, that is Mary PickCord.' He said, 
'You can be a great artist. I will make you 
as great as Mary Pickford in two months.' 


"I went home and asked my husband. He 


said, 'Fine! 
You pay the money. I want 


you to get out of the cigar factory.' 
He 


gave me the $20 and I began to study to be 
great like Mary Pickford. 
The study? 


Pouf! It was nothing. Mr. Peck said, 'You 
arc going to be such a great artist that I 
will teach you myself.' 
But he was never 


there to give the lessons. 
Or else he was 


too busy and put it off till next week. An-, 
other man whose name I forget said to Al- 
bano and me: 


" 'Look mad.' We looked mad. He said, 


'Look sorry," and we looked sorry. He told 
us to look glad and we looked, glad. He 
said, 'Sit in the chair and cry because your 
father beats you.' That was all. 


"Albano and I went to the Fontaine 


Studios two or three times a week. Some- 
times there was nobody there to teach us. 
Sometimes the man with the name that I 
do not remember said, 'Look mad' or 'Look 
sad' until I was as sick of the words as I 
had been of the tobacco. 


"I said, 'When are we going to be In the 


pictures?' Mr. Peck would say, 'The script 
ain't ready. We are waiting for that. It 
is going to be a. great picture. It is the 
same as "The Little Teacher" that Mary 
Ryan played. But we are turning It Into a 
picture and have called it "A Child's Mem- 
ory." ' 


"By and hy he said, 'Now we are ready 


Tor the pictures. You must pay me twenty 
dollars more to be in the picture, and 
twenty more for Albano.' So I pay. We 
•went over to Staten Island. We took some 
pictures in a town by the dock. Albano 
caid it was Tompkln&vllle. We went two

or three times. We had not a little camera 
that grinds. We had a big camera like 
what makes your pictures in a photograph 
gallery. 


"Then Mr. Peck said, 'You'll need some 


costuraes for the pictures. They will cost 
a hundred dollars. You pay it to me.' I 
paid. The costume was a cheap silk skirt 
and cheap silk stockings and slippers, and 
a silk handkerchief and an apron. I could 
buy them all for twenty dollars. He made 
me pay a hundred dollars before I saw 
them. If I had seen them I would not have 
paid so much. 


"We went to Staten Island again. I wore 


the things I bought from Mr. Peck. 
I 


dressed myself the best I knew, tied the 
silk handkerchief on my head and buttoned 
the apron over my shoulders. When the 
time came for the picture I turned back the 
apron and pinned it so as to show as much 
cf the silk petticoat as I could. I wanted to 
look like a hundred dollars. I asked Mr. 
Peck if%I was dressed all right. He said, 
'Yes, yes,' and didn't look. I heard some- 
one laugh and say, 'So that's the way Peck 
thinks a peasant woman ought to dress. 
This picture Is a fake.' 


"We stood around a long time. Mr. Peck 


said through a little tin horn, 'Mrs. Ster- 
nieri, you're terribly angry. You hate that 
child. Bite it on the wrist.' And so I did. 
I don't know the name of the child I bit, 
but. it cried and there were blue marks on 
its hand. Behind me there was a man who 
pretended to be beating a child. The little 
girl that wore the big silk bow In her hair, 
though she was a very poor child in the 
play, was a little friend of mine, Bertha de 
Larra. 


"They didn't seem to care much about 


the picture. We didn't go to Staten Island 
any more. 
Sometimes we posed In the 


studio. Always it was the same picture 
It was to have been a three-reel picture. 


"I had paid out over tour hundred dol- 
lars altogether for Albano and me and two 
flttle child friends of mine, and we had 
nothing to show for it. I told my husband 


These questions the District Attorney of Jlew YorK 


is trying to find an answer to. 


Already h$ has under indictment and ready for 


trial one man who is charged with luring a seventeen- 
year-old girl to her ruin by the promise of a place 
on the screen. He has also arrested and is prepar- 
ing to indict another "motion .picture school" man- 
ager. And he is collecting evidence for the prose- 
cution of others. 


The revelations already made are distressing. The 


aspect of fraud, of swindling the eager, would-be 
movie stars out of their money is of little impor- 
tance in view of the other phases of the matter which 
the District Attorney's office is looking into. A very 
grave development is the discovery that many am- 
bitious mothers, encouraged by the big salaries 
earned by child actresses, have brought their inno- 
cent little ones to some of these "schools" and 
turned them over to the men who run them.

"Nest time Mr. Peck came through the 


studio I said, 'Mr. Peck, I have been here 
over three months. I want a job or my 
money back.' He threw up his arms and 
glared at me, but he made no answer. I 
told my husband. He said, 'To-morrow I 
will go with you and I will put my gun 
in my pocket, though not loaded. Not to 
kill him, but to scare him.' So he went 
with me to the La Fontaine Studios. 


"Mr. Peck came into the studio. He saw 


me waiting with my husband. I said, 'Mr. 
Peck, this is my husband.' My husband 
he stood up. He put his band on the re- 
volver in his pocket. He said, 'You got 
money from iny wife under false pretenses, 
i'ou promised her that in two months you 
would make her a star like Mary Pickford. 
You said you would get her a big job. She 
wants the job or the money.' 


"Mr. Peck said, 'Come in to-morrow. The 


treasurer of the company ain't here to-day. 
To-morrow I pay you.' We believed him 
and went home. The next day I went back 
to get the money, but I did not get it. Mr. 
Peck said, 'Don't bother me. I have more 
important things to do.' So I went to the 
etudio no more. I wrote letters to him— 
oh, a hundred letters—but he paid no atten- 
tion to them." 


The picture printed on the adjoining 


page shows a profile viewvof Mrs. Sternieri. 
And up in the leftihand corner is a photo- 
graph taken during one of the "lessons." 
In this picture Mrs. Slernleri is shown ap- 
parently biting the arm of a child and mak- 
ing a pretty good representation of "hate." 
This photograph of one of the Italian wo- 
man's "lessons" on her road to be a Mary 
Pickford while learning to be "a great 
artist" is about all the woman has to show 
for her four hundred dollars. 


There Is no evidence that anything worse 


than loss of time and money happened to 
Mrs. Sternieri. If they looked through any 


epholes at her as she sat among the 


anxious applicants in the waiting room it 
is not recorded that they invited her inside 
for a special examination and measurement 
lor tights. 


But Miss Marguerite Charvet, a French 


girl, had a different experience. She, like 
Mrs. Sternieri, was told that she had a 
great future In the movies and she also 
seemed to offer other possibilities to the 
managers of the "school." Being called to 
the witness stand by Assistant District At- 
torney Carlino in his prosecution of C. M. 
Ackerman, of the "Premiere Studios,' Miss 
Charvet gave evidence as follows before 
Justice B. J. Douras in the West Side Coutt 
the other day: 
QUESTION—What Is your full name.' 
ANSWER—'Marguerite Charvet.

director who has interested himself in ex- 
posing motion picture "school 
frauds, 


Bd"Every person 'who knows anything 
about movies knows that a studio equip- 
ment must have at least two essentials. 
There might be accessories, but there 
would certainly be a bank of Cooper 
Hewitt lights and a motion picture cam- 
era 
But on one occasion I dropped into 


a school where a lesson was being given 
and there was not even one Cooper Hewitt 


"The cenuine studio must have great 


groups of these lights at a height of six 
feet or more—'tubes' they are called. They 
furnish a purple light which is an essen- 
tial 
The motion picture camera 
Is 


mounted on an oak and steel tripod. 
It 


must have a very expensive, 'high grade 
lens from one and a half to two inches in 
diameter. There is a handle at the sid* 
of the camera box to turn the reel of film 
negatives. A housekeeper, seeing a motion 
picture camera for the first time, would 
notice the handle and think it looked like 
the crank of her coffee grinder. In a real 
studio it would be strange if there was 
not any scenery. But absolutely essential 
are the special lights and the motion pic- 
ture camera. The ordinary camera which 
everybody sees around will not take mov- 
ies 
They take ordinary photographs, 


which are called 'stills.' A real studio is 
unmistakable. 
"Yet into a very different place goes 


the motion picture lamb that is to be 


clipped. In one studio I visited during a 
lesson there was an empty home-made 
box instead of a movie camera. 
The 


'students' did their stunts before this 
empty box, which was set upon three poles 
and they believed that their movements 
were being registered on a film negative. 


"The director would command 'Camera!' 


which is the signal for the man to begin 
turning the crank to photograph the scene. 
The operator would turn the handle of 
the empty camera. 
In front of the box 


was a round hole, and the dupes imagined 
that here was the lens which took the 
picture. 
~ "The director winked to the operator ana 
shouted 'Now camera.' 'Camera man, take 
the picture1 and the 'operator' began to 
grind the crank of the empty box. 


"A long rectangle was drawn in chalk 


on the floor that indicated the stage. The 
actors must not step outside that chalk 
line because it was explained to them it 
was out of focus from the camera, and 
therefore they would be 'out of ttie picture.' 
In the room were a dozen or more would-be 
actors and actresses and little children. 


"Before the 'picture' began the director 


put his pupils through a drill. 'What is a 
fade-out?" he asked. 
A pupil explained 


that it is when the camera is very 
far away. 'What is a close-up?' he asked. 
And a pupil replied, 'It is to make pic- 
tures beautiful.' 


"In the rear of the room was a camera. 


I stood a foot in front of it and observed 
that it was an old-fashioned movie camera 
that had been stripped—lens and interior 
mechanism were all gone. Everything in- 
side had been taken out. There was a 
'cameraman.' 
Beside the camera stood 


this 'operator,' who obeyed orders and 
busily turned the crank of the empty box 
whenever he received an order from the 
director. 


"The movie school fraud is to be found 


here and there in the big cities pretty 
well all over the country. Some efforts 
have been made in various places at vari- 
ous times to stamp out this insidious 
fraud. These 'schools' clean up more than 
e million dollars a year. 


"The authorities in Kansas City, Cleve- 


land, and in Atlanta, Georgia, have^ put a 
ban on 'movie schools' with some recent 
convictions, according to newspaper ac- 
counts. 
'•» 


"The authorities of all the big cities 


ought to investigate and keep a sharp eye 
on these 'schools.'" 


Assistant District Attorney Lewis Bo- 


ban, who has been vigorously at work 
collecting evidence of what goes on ia 
some of the "schools." introduced the 
testimony of Mr. William F. Haddock, a 
motion picture director of considerable ex- 
perience, to show whether these "schools" 
were rendering a service of value. In his 
testimony before Magistrate Douras, he 
said:

QUESTION.—I ask you, Mr. Haddock, it 


you are familiar with the course of instruc- 
tion given in the motion picture schools, 
and if in your opinion it makes a person 
eufficiently competent to become a motion 
picture actress or a moving picture pel* 
former? 


ANSWER.—I don't think it does. 
Q.—Do you know of any motion pictur* 
star that is a product of .any moving pic- 
ture school? 


A.—I have never heard of one. 
Q._\Vhere do they secure these moving 


picture stars? 


A.—Most of them are taken from tk« 
stage.
